SCHOOL BOARD REPORT. 


To the Constituents of the School District of Dunbarton: 


In submitting the annual report for the school year be- 
ginning July 1, 1921, and ending June 30, 1922, we are 
not at all pleased with the financial showing contained 
therein. 

The result is far from being what we had hoped might 
be attained during the school year. 

Knowing that it is good business policy for an indi- 
vidual to keep the amount of his expenditures within his 
income, then why not apply the same financial policy in 
public affairs ? ? 

At the beginning of the year we were informed that the 
school district would receive only about one-half as much 
in the way of State aid as was received the previous year, 
which sum would be approximately eight hundred dol- 
lars. 

With this expectation in view, together with the appro- 
priation made by the district, to be raised by taxation, 
we planned to keep our expenditures within the limit of 
the funds at our disposal. 

In the distribution of: State aid we were disappointed. 
Dunbarton’s allotment was $843.22, but the amount paid 
' by the State being only $166.49, which was not enough 
to pay one-half the salary of our teachers for one month. 

The division may have been made in accordance with 
the present school law. If so the law should be so 
amended as to coincide with the true intent of the original 
bill as passed by the 1919 session of the Legislature, as 
claimed by its authors, that it was to provide State aid 
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to the smaller and poorer towns, where it would create 
an unjust burden to maintain a 36-week school year. 

At the annual meeting of the Dunbarton School Dis- 
trict April 20, 1921, the appropriation was made by the 
district to be raised by taxation for the support of schools. 

When we learned that we were to receive but a very 
small amount of State aid, we realized that the appropri- 
ation as made would be insufficient with which to main- 
tain a standard school year as required by law. There- 
fore, at the annual district meeting of March 11, 1922, a 
statement was made by the School Board that, to the best 
of their knowledge and belief, there would be a deficiency 
of $800 or more for which the district would be liable 
at the end of the school year, June 30, 1922. 

It was then voted to raise a special sum of $805.76 with 
which to meet the deficiency, making a grand total of 
$5,525.51 raised by taxation for the support of schools 
for the year ending June 30, 1922. | 

IF. 8. Libbey, Superintendent of the Supervisory 
Union, having resigned his office near the close of the 
year, will no doubt complete his duties or make some 
arrangement with his successor to submit a report regard- 
ing the progress made by the pupils and conditions as 
found in the schools. 

As a matter of economy, it seems best that the school 
report of the year ending June 30, 1922, should be com- 
bined with the annual Town report, as has been done 
heretofore. 

We are aware that two-thirds of the 1922 and 1923 
school work has been done of which our constituents have 
no facts at hand. 

We fully realize that to maintain a 36-week school 
year, as required by law, and the small amount of State 
aid received, that a deficiency of school fund must be 
provided for and that you may act intelligently at the 
annual school district meeting, the School Board will pre- 
pare a statement showing all receipts and expenditures of 
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school money to March 1, 1923, and also make an esti- 
mate of the amount of money that will be required to com- 
plete the school year ending June 30, 1923.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board of Dunbarton: 


I herewith submit my first annual report. It cannot 
cover a full year because my term of office did not begin 
until August 1, 1922. My records show thirty-six visits 
to Dunbarton schools. This total would have been larger 
if the traveling had not been so exceptionally difficult dur- 
ing the past six weeks. Through letters and the use of 
the telephone some contact with the teachers has been 
maintained and the work is going as well as possible con- 
sidering the many Athcaltee. 

Hives schools, located, I believe, in the most convenient 
centers, have been owe in session. The total enroll- 
ment is 67. We hope to present a large class for gradu- 
ation from the eighth grade in June. 

The aim of education is, and must continue to be, to 
train all the children so that they shall be able to take 
their places as good and efficient citizens in the com- 
munity, state, and nation. The specific aims are to in- 
culcate in our children— 

1. Ability to earn their living. 

2. Willingness to contribute to the welfare of others. 
A knowledge of how to enjoy their leisure. 

A paaenien of how to care for their health. 

All our eitien and work must be directed toward the 
attainment of these aims. Our schools cannot be efficient 
unless they in some measure at least inculcate these prin- 
ciples. . 

This year your Superintendent has not as yet recom- 
mended the purchase of many text-books. There seemed 
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to be a good supply on hand for the work as planned for 
the year. Careful study has shown, however, that many 
of our books are out of date, while others are badly worn. 
I therefore recommend that the unexpended balance this 
year be set aside for use next year and that the regular 
appropriation be made for next year also. 

Dunbarton is especially fortunate in being able to re- 
tain four of last year’s teachers for this year. It has 
meant efficiency and real progress in these schools. I 
recommend that in so far as possible these teachers be 
retained for another year. In some cases an increase of 
salary will be necessary. 

The school buildings are in good repair. A little paint’ 
and whitewash at the close of school, together with the 
regular cleaning, will put them in condition for another 
year. 

In closing, I would like to express my appreciation 
of the spirit of helpfulness and loyalty shown by the teach- 
ers, and also of the kindly and hospitable manner in which 
I have been received in the community.
